Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The examiner has considered the information disclosure statement (IDS) 
submitted on 3/4/04. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent 

3. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Pelly 
(6,636,107). 

Pelly discloses an active filter for reduction of common mode current in Figs. 3 
and 22. A rectifier (40), an inverter (41), an intermediate circuit which connects the 
rectifier to the inverter, intermediate circuit with a first conductor (AB) connected to a 
first potential, a second conductor (DF) connected to a second potential that is different 
than the first potential, a current-compensated choke (44-46) looped into the first 
conductor and the second conductor, the current-compensated choke with a first 
winding (45) and a second winding (46), wherein a first current flowing from the 
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rectifier to the inverter flows (A to B) through the first winding and a second current 
flowing back from the inverter to the rectifier flows (F to D) through the second winding. 
See col. 6, line 40 to col. 9, line 36.
